Budget deficit may cut reserves | 


Mayor Ron Selph has proposed a budget of more than $13.4 million 
for Granite City in fiscal year 1994-95. A public hearing was to be held 
Tuesday night. 

_The general fund budget, which does not include pay increases for: 
city, employees who have not yet reached contact agreements, 
projects expenditure of $281,232 more than the expected revenue. 

That deficit spending level could climb to as much as $650,000 for. 
the year with a provision for raises for all city employees, said City 
Comptroller K.P. MacTaggart. But.the deficit level could be lowered 
with additional revenues anticipated from a cable television fran- 
chise agreement currently being negotiated. 

The projected deficit would eat into a $1.7 million reserve the city 
has accumulated. The city had about $2 million in its general fund 
May 1, 1993 — the start of the last fiscal year — and adopted a 1993-94

May build an Edwardsville bus 
center like one in Granite City 


(This Edwardsville Journal column is by Carol Clarkin.) 


The Madison County, Transit District’s transfer center. at 19th 
Street and Edison Avenue in Granite City has been likened to ‘‘some- 
thing out of Disney World,”’ Jerry Kane told me last week. ~ 
“Actually, one rider told me it’s the nicest thing in Granite City 
~and, when we get it, the one in Edwardsville will be even nicer.” 

Kane, director of the county’s transit district, was referring to a 
down-the-road Rroiect to be paid for by combined state and federal 
funding for public transportation. bi 

The funding, of course, is dependent upon approval of not only 
Gov. Jim Edgar's budget nearly $1.1 billion for transportation 
improvements in Illinois (that’s up to the General Assembly but also 
President Bill Clinton’s signing the budget bill already approved by 
Congress. : 

As I write this, the Mlinois legislature has already come down to — 
and passed — the wire in terms of the budget, and it may be 


anybody’s guess as to what falls by“thé wayside during the ongoing 7» 


brouhaha. Clinton probably won’t sign the budget bill until fall. 

So we’re talking about “if” as much as ‘‘when,”’ to be candid. But 
if the proposed funding is approved, it will prove a real bonanza for 
Metro East in general and, certainly, for Madison County in particu- 
lar. 2 : 

Fourteen new buses with wheelchair lifts would be purchased for 
existing routes in Madison and St. Clair, counties and $2.04 million 
would used to build a bus transfer center in Edwardsville for 
fixed-route bus service. 

ane center would include a bus terminal area and commuter park-, 
ing lot. 

The terminal area would provide a transfer point, electronic bus 
timetables, public information and a special service for elderly and 
disabled riders. a 

The center would operate on a ‘‘pulsing” system, already in use in 
Grapite City and Alton and, to a lesser extent at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, Jerry told me. 

Transfers would be guaranteed. A boon to the disabled who, he 
said, would be able to enjoy a degree of public transit use never 
before available to them. 

He credits U.S:-Rep: Richard Durbin for getting the federal money 
for the center approved in an appropriations bill earlier this year. 

On a personal level, I’m keeping my fingers crossed that the 
funding becomes available because, in terms of getting the most for 
our tax dollar, I’ve never seen it better done in providing a much- 
needed Service to those who've paid for It, Se See SoS: 

Jerry himself deserves a lot of credit for seeing to it that. the 
county’s transit district gets the most bang for its buck, as do the 
members of the transit board and thé Madison County Board. 

During my working reporter years; the transit district was one of 
my regular “‘beats.”” To say I was impressed by their dedication to 
making the systam -work — and work efficiently — would be under- 
stating the case. - 5 = 

In-our district; created in 1930, door-to-door service established in 
1985 and fixed routes and shuttles in 1985-86, ridership has increased 
steadily and is currently at approximately 100,000 a month. 

Proving, at least to me, that the need for public transit exists and 
that, over the years, a whole lot of Madison Countyans have come to 
appreciate and use it. 

During that same period of time, I’ve heard only one complaint 
that'I would have considered serious regarding the service. It came 
via a telephone call a-féw months ago from a Granite City woman 
who refused to identify herself. 

Her complaint at first appeared a legitimate one. But after a 
lengthy and very rambling conversation, in which she condemned not 
only the transit district, the transit board, Jerry and the Madison 
County Board, she extended her -vituperation to the Granite City 
mayor, council and local police.

Back to the proposed transfer Genter in Edwardsville: Its location 
has yet to be determined but should be near central downtown and 
the County Courthouse. .

What I 
needed was 110 percent to win. 
If I would have had a finishing 
kick, I could have done it. 

Jason Pyrah of Springfield, 
Mo., caught Frerker ‘down the 
stretch for first place and the 
gold medal. Carleton Jones of 
Ellensburg, Wash., also passed 
Frerker before the finish line for 
second place and the silver med- 
al. 


PYRAH’S WINNING time was 
3:39.49. Jones finished at 3:40.34. 
Frerker came in at 3:41.13. 

“I went out a_ little faster 
today and then I finally refined 
my-finishing kick,’’ said the-25- 
year-old 'yrah, a Brigham 
Young University graduate. He 
‘still holds the Missouri interscho- 
lastic records in the mile and 
Epomale runs. 

“Darryl ran a tough, respect- 
able race,’” Pyrah said. ‘‘I Tried 
to pass him with about 250 
meters to go, but he held me off. 
Finally, with about 150 meters to 
go, I got a bigger burst of speed 
and went by him.’’ 


Frerker expected Pyrah’s fin- 
ishing kick to push him to the 
wall in the stretch, but he was 
hoping to hold him off.
